PARIS, Sept. 12.— The battle of 
the Marne marked the high tide of 
the German offense. 
This was the 
positive prediction of Gen. Gallieni, 
military governor of Paris, when

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— l l A. M. 
— It is now apparent that the pri­ 
mary cause of the confusion 
into 
which the German plan of campaign 
before Paris has been thrown, wa* 
due to the German right wing ov­ 
errunning the rest of the kaiser’s ad­ 
vancing front. 
The news that the German right 
reached Provins gives the key to the 
mystery. 
This town is fifty miles 
southeast 
of 
Paris, and dominates 
the highways 
which the German 
center and left would have used in 
proceeding to envelop Paris from the 
south. 
The German right got to Provins 
too soon. 
Its 
phenomenal 
speed 
from the Belgian frontier to Paris 
seems to have been unchecked after 
reaching the capital and carried it 
down the roads across the Marne 
river to join the Germans coming 
from the northeast, at Provins. But, 
the Germans from the northeast did 
not arrive. 
They were held in check 
in the Catalaurnian fields district, 
where Attila and his Huns were de­ 
feated in the fifth century. 
The speedy German right, there­ 
fore, became isolated. 
The Paris 
garrison emerged and 
fell 
on its 
flank, and during the present week, 
it has been forced back until now 
it is fifty miles northeast of Paris, 
near Soissons. 
That the defeat 
of the German 
right wing was due to deep strate­ 
gy by the allies is refuted by 
the 
frank admissions of the Paris 
and 
London official reports, earlier in the 
week, that the 
movements 
of the 
Germans were very puzzling. 
They 
were puzzling because they constitut­ 
ed a serious error in calculating the 


time necessary for Germany’s cen­ 
ter and left armies to swing around 
toward Paris. 
Somebody among the 
German higher officials seem s 
to 
have blundered badly and 
German 
strategy 
is now seriously affected 
for it must rearrange its objectives. 
The German attack on Verdun is 
an attempt to open the doorway in­ 
to France from the east, the alter­ 
native invasion route to the unfor­ 
tunately chosen way 
through Bel­ 
gium. 
Verdun is the northernmost 
point of the famous fortified east­ 
ern frontier barrier that runs along 
the Meuse forty miles to Toul, and 
after a forty mile strategic opening 
to Epinal continues in a series 
of 
strong forts along the Moselle river 
to the Swiss frontier. 
The capture 
of Verdun, if it were followed by 
the occupation of the other military 
frontier works to Toul, m ight seri­ 
ously interfere with the French in­ 
vasion of Lorraine, and would be of 
great benefit to German lines 
of 
communication. 
The nearest rail­ 
way approach from Germany to the 
present field 
of 
operations 
runs 
through Verdun. 
Russia’s effort to recommence her 
march to Berlin has again met with 
a reserve.

erty held by the state on account of 
any such insurance;’’ now, therefore,

Resolved by the assembly, the sen­ 
ate concurring. That the foregoing 
amendment to the constitution of the 
State of W’isconsin he, and the same 
is hereby agreed to by this legis­ 
lature.
